NATIONAL WESTERN LIVE STOCK SHOW 
DISCLOSES REAL CATTLE SITUATION. 

The law of supply and demand as a factor in price fixing was 
evidenced in no uncertain terms during the National Western Live 
Stock Show held at Denver last week. It was generally conceded 
at the last American Royal at Kansas City that there was a de- 
cided shortage of feeder cattle and advanced prices at that time 
indicated clearly the trend of the times. Cattle for the corn belt 
feed lots then passed to heavily laden feed bunks at ten and eleven 
cents which was considered a rather extravagant price, bordering 
on speculation if you please. However the spread in prices paid 
for feeders and the prices received at the yards for finished beef 
of quality warranted the buying of feeders at that price. 

Now comes Denver. Three hundred sixty loads of feeders 
were in the yards for show and sale. Of this number two hundred 
fifty-four loads passed under the hammer on Thursday of National 
week. This sale proved to be a world record breaker in so far as 
prices were concerned. Of course the quality of the cattle too was 
superior to that of other years and this fact lent color to the cause 
for advanced prices. The two hundred fifty-four loads passed to 
new ownership at the handsome average of $13.31 per hundred 
weight, Iowa, Nebraska, and other corn belt states each taking a 
generous helping. The one hundred six loads that remained unsold 
were dealt at private treaty during the closing days of the show 
and all indications point to their having equalled if not excelled 
the price attained by the auction loads. 

Many a feeder went home without cattle. What does this all 
mean? Simply that the long announced cattle shortage is upon 
us and in no mistakable terms. These prices are a boon to cattle-

The 1928 Denver National Western Show may th 
considered as representing the turning point in the ealite tale 
Col. P. M. Gross who sold the feeders proclaimed the sale event as 
setting a new world record for feeder sales. Never before in his 
extensive experience had he witnessed such a situation. The Kan- 
sas City record of $26.50 per hundred for Johnson Workman’s Ab- 
erdeen-Angus feeders still remains the world’s record for carload 
lots. But when it comes to selling two hundred fifty-four loads 
all but a very few of which were outside the money in the show. 
at an average of $13.31 per hundred pounds a record has been es. 
tablished that will no doubt stand for many years, unless of course 
the cattle population is unable to recover in time to meet the in- 
creased demand of a growing human population. 

_ The importance of the transactions at Denver and their rela- 
tion to the cattle industry as a whole may be determined when it is 
made known that sales in the yards for the week were estimated 
at nearly $9,000,000. 

_All the cattie industry now needs to place it upon a sound 
basis is sufficient tariff to sustain prices at or near present levels 
and the Journal sincerely hopes that the Congress of the United 
States will recognize the importance of this basic industry, and 
see to it that the business may be retained as an All-American 
enterprise. 

_,With the steady turning to earlier maturity and higher qual- 
ity it is imperative that cow herds be increased in order to utilize 
the vast amount of roughage annually appearing upon the farms 
of the country. This means a greatly increased capital represent- 
ing the breeding herds which will not be injected into the business 
unless some permanent assurance is given that the industry is to 
be protected against outside influences. 

After the matter has been thoroughly considered from every 
angle, the Journal can not keep from urging cattlemen to increase 
their herds of breeding cattle as to numbers and above all tc im- 
prove the quality through the use of the best beef bred bulls avail- 
able—and this means a goodly percentage of Aberdeen-Angus bulls, 
for they should be used not alone within their own ranks, but lib- 
erally for the purpose of grading up on the average farm herd of 
the country, for their grades and crosses are scarcely without ex- 
ception the kind of cattle that command top prices both as feeders 
and as finished bullocks. 

Let us then study the situation candidly and thoroughly. and 
enter upon the task before us in a genuine businesslike manner. .

The Junior Feeding Contest sprung quite 
a surprise at the Denver National Western 
Live Stock Show last week. The boys and 
girls calves were divided into two classes. 
Those dropped between January Ist and 
August 31st, 1926, and those dropped after 
September 1st. All breeds and grades show- 
ed together and passed under the hand of 
Professor Harry H. Smith head of the meat 
investigation division of the Agricultural 
College of Utah, locat- 
ed at Fort Logan. me 
The senior class hs i 
brought forth a motley BF 
array of colors, re- 
minding one of the 
cattle of Jacob’s time, 
however the division 
resulted somewhat dif- 
ferently as the straight 
blacks were selected to 
receive special honors 
rather than the ring 
streaked and _ striped. 
As we checked the list 
as it stood in line there 
were twenty-three 
Herefords, sixteen Ab- 
erdeen-Angus and thir- 
teen Shorthorns. 5 
When Judge Smith 
had finished the class 
this is the way it stood: 
Dusky Dell Ford, an 
Aberdeen - Angus __be- 
longing to Chester and 
Lucile Martin, son and 
daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Newton Mar- 
tin, of Larned, Kansas, 
stood at the head of the list. This was a 
very fine steer, well fitted and exception- 
ally well shown by his young master who 
had served the calf with a daily ration of 
corn and alfalfa to which was added a por- 
tion of oil meal and bran and Steeratina, a 
prepared mixture with which we are not 
familiar. This calf carried a lot of scale, 
was wide and deep, had a nice head and 
front, good in lines and had been shown at 
Hutchinson, Kansas, where he won sixth 
position. While the new “Ford” model 
filled the eye of Judge Smith he was not as 
we saw him quite the equal of Black Ro- 
land 16th another Aberdeen-Angus fitted 
and shown by Philip Ljungdahl, of Manhat- 
tan, Kansas, and it will not be at all sur- 
prising should the judge reverse these two 
when they meet in the open classes, if they 
do, later on in the show. This is merely an 
indication that the calves were so nearly 
equal to top honors, however from various 
angles, so the change might easily be made. 
Third place fell to the Martin youngsters 
who showed another fine Aberdeen-Angus 
bullock, named Blackbird Lad. And to show 
that they were reasonably good judges cf 
calves in the rough and equally capable of 
fitting, these same youngsters presented a 
third Aberdeen-Angus which they were able 
to set in fourth place. Then Lester Ljung- 
dahl. another of the famous Manhattan 
Doddie family, strengthened the line by 
placing his Aberdeen-Angus calf Crestview 
Roland in fifth position. 
In the sixth position stood another Kan- 


sas Aberdeen-Angus calf shown by Lowell 
Price, Ruleton, and in order that there 
might be no error in securing enough good 
ones to take up the five monies offered an- 
other Aberdeen-Angus calf shown by Del- 
bert Richardson, of Kanarado, Kansas, was 
offered for the ‘seventh place.

the Blacks did not fare so well. The line 
showed thirty-six Whitefaces, a dozen Ab- 
erdeen-Angus and fifteen Shorthorns. In 
the Shorthorn string was found a tidy little 
fellow done in the latest and most desired 
color fad for Shorthorns, a very choice red, 
and besides carrying the favorite color 
scheme this calf was exceptionally well bal-

_and standing second in line had no hopes 


whatever of gaining the blue. Another 
pair of Shorthorns stood at third and fourth 
and a pair of Herefords were allowed to 
draw the next two tickets.

Immediately following the placing of the 
ribbons in the Junior Feeding Contest where 
Dusky Dell Ford, an Aberdeen-Angus, had 
won the grand championship over all 
breeds, the pure bred steers in the Aber- 
deen-Angus division entered the ring and 
passed in review before Judge Laflin, of 
Crab Orchard, Nebraska, breeder and mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 

The senior class brought forward eleven 
very fine bullocks. As they lined up along 
the rail the flashy steer Evans of Sunbeam 
shown by President Fullerton made a hit 
with the ringside and seemed to find favor 
with the Judge for a time at least for he 
was taken out of line and passed to the head 
of the class. Some shifting found the flashy 
“Evans” going down. First Black Ronald 
L. 16th by Poe’s Black Pounder passed up 
top. Next Dusky Dell Ford the Junior Feed- 
ing Contest Champion went to second. An- 
other hitch and Wyoming John last year’s 
Denver Champion went in third. “John” 
appeared pretty well done and rather up- 
standing when compared with “Evans” who 
now stood at fourth, and yet he was well 
covered. The judgment of the ringside was 
that Evans of Sunbeam would stand above 
his competitors when the carcasses hung on 
the hooks in the finals. Reference to these 
winnings will be made elsewhere as soon as 
the awards are made known later in the 
week, and it will be interesting to see whose 
judgment stands the test. Crestview Ro- 
land another bullock sired by Poe’s Black 
Pounder and shown by the Ljungdahl Bros.

The feeding of lambs for market is, to 
some extent, a speculative proposition, due 
to the fact that the feeder has little or no 
control over many of the factors which de- 
termine profit and loss. 

The man who is feeding or planning to 
feed lambs for market can, in a way, elim- 
inate the risks of this industry by giving 
the operations involved some thought and 
study. 

Experience is the best teacher, and the 
man who has never fed lambs before should 
get all the information available, and should 
feed only a limited number at first in or- 
der to get experience in handling this class 
of animals before he goes into the business 
on a large scale. 

A feeder should know the kind of lambs 
to feed, how to buy them, the number to 
buy, what the market demands in fat 
lambs, the kinds and amount of feeds to 
feed, and the arrangement of the feeding 
quarters. 

For fall and winter feeding, the western 
lambs are more desirable due to the fact 
that these lambs come direct from the 
ranges and can be purchased in more uni- 
form lots and at such a weight that they 
will be a desirable weight for the packers 
when fattened. Western lambs are more 
healthful than native lambs because of their 
freedom from parasitic diseases. Due to 
the way of breeding and the methods under 
which they are produced, they can be pur- 
chased at such a weight as to make rapid 
and economical gains to a weight that is 
most desirable to the packers. 

The selection of feeding lambs is very 
important and in this section it is well to 
consider the length of time the lambs are 
to be fed, the amount and kinds of feed 
available and the season of the year. 

In cases where lambs are to be purchased 
in the fall and run in the corn and stubble 
fields, etc., lambs weighing from 50 to 55 
pounds are desirable. Such lambs can be 
grazed until they weigh about 60 pounds 
and then put in the dry lot and full fed un- 
til they weigh about 80 to 85 pounds, a 
desirable weight for market. Where a short 
feed in the dry lot is planned, lambs weigh- 
ing around 60 pounds are desirable. 

In the selection of feeding lambs choose 
those that are uniform in type, conforma- 
tion, weight, etc., as lambs lacking these 
qualities when fat are not desirable on the 
market. 

The kind and arrangement of the feed 
lots is necessary. An open shed to protect

these calves to move quickly as I will need 
the room for spring calves. I have already 
sold several calves and the cattle business 
looks good here.” 


the animals from bad weather should be 
provided, with a lot with ample slope to 
provide proper drainage to keep the lots 
dry. Enough room should be provided in 
the sheds and lots to avoid crowding, but 
this should not be excessive to allow too 
much exercise. 

Lambs coming from the range that have 
had no grain should be fed very sparingly 
at first and increase the feed gradually un- 
til the lambs are on full feed. On arrival 
of the lambs in the feed lots, they should 
be given a fill of dry bulky roughage, 
prairie hay, corn stover, or some feed of 
this nature is most desirable. This should 
be fed for a few days, gradually changing 
to the feed to be used during the fattening 
period. 

There is some difference of opinion as 
to whether or not to self feed or hand feed 
lambs. Where large numbers are fed, self 
feeding is more economical due to the elim- 
ination of expensive labor. However, where 
the number of animals fed is small, be- 
tween seven or eight hundred head, hand 
feeding is more economical as the feeder 
can control the amount of feed to supply 
the lambs to get a maximum gain at a 
mimimum cost. Hand feeding has a tend- 
ag to eliminate the death loss in the feed 
ot. 

Corn properly supplemented with protein 
feed is king of feeds. However, barley and 
grain sorghums are good but they require 
longer feeding periods. Barley is about 90 
per cent as efficient as corn as a feed for 
lambs and kaffir between 90 and 96 per 
cent as efficient as corn. 

Alfalfa or clover hay is an _ excellent 
roughage. Silage can be substituted for 
part of the hay. The addition of silage to 


the ration has a tendency to lengthen the 


feeding period but at the same time will 
cheapen the cost of gain. 

Oil meal and cottonseed meal are excel- 
lent protein supplements and may be fed 
at the rate of one pound to eight or ten 
animals per day. Oil meal is more desir- 
able than cottonseed meal, due to the laxa- 
tive nature of the feed, but, as a rule, the 
difference in price of the two meals, cot- 
tonseed meal is the more desirable. 

The addition of the protein supplement 
to the ration for fattening lambs has a 
tendency to cheapen the gains as well as 
increase the rapidity of the gains and to 
show more bloom when the lambs are 
marketed.

FACTORS 


A fleGting Feather Growth and Bone 
Development in Growing Chicks 


Every season numerous complaints are 
made by poultry producers regarding the 
feather growth in young stock. Observa- 
tion has revealed a number of factors that 
might contribute to this condition; in fact, 
certain deductions have been made relative 
to feather growth and its relation to pro- 
ductivity of mature stock, thus adding a 
significance to this condition which makes 
it exceedingly important to the producer: 

Factors that affect feather growth in 
young stock can be enumerated as follows: 
1, Breeding; 2, Feed- 
ing; 3, Disease; 4,Man- — 
agement. 

Breeding. 

Past experiences on 
the part of numerous 
producers have proven 


these _ individuals 
and use them in 
the breeding pen. 
This method of se- 
lection can make a 
remarkable differ- 
ence in the produc- 
tivity of the stock. 
It has been a com- 
mon practice on 
many farms to sell a certain number of 
broilers each year. Among’ these early 
broilers may be indi- 
viduals that show evi- 
dence of good breeding 
qualities. One should 
examine these _ birds 
carefully in order to re- 
tain them for breeding 
purposes. It is evident 
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conclusively that breed- 
ing may play a very 
important part upon 
the feather growth of 
young stock. By se- 
lecting the slow matur- 
ing, slow feathering 
stock and breeding 
from this class of stock 


from observing a num- 
ber of different breeds 
of chickens that. this 
condition is more pre- 
valent with certain 
breeds than others; or, 
probably, it would be 
correct to say that it is 
confined to strain lines 


one can readily produce 
birds that will reflect 
this condition to the 
offspring and, natural- 
ly, reduce the produc- 
tion of the stock. One 
of the best practices that can be followed 
by the average producer is to select those 
birds that develop rapidly from the stand- 
point of uniform feather growth and bone 
and muscle tissue. It is well to mark

within a breed. If such 
is the case measures 
should be taken to ov- 
ercome the weakness 
within the breed or 
strain line. FEEDING—Without a doubt 
the factors of feather growth and bone de- 
velopment are influenced materially by 
feeding. Experiments conducted during re- 
cent years have proven conclusively that

the development of young stock is not al- 
ways affected by the ingredients which 
make up 95 per cent of the ration. Many 
times ingredients comprising the remaining 
5 per cent play a very vital part in the de- 
velopment of the stock. 

During the past season three lots of 
chicks were taken to demonstrate the rela- 
tion of feather growth and bone develop- 
ment to feeding. This test was a duplicate 
of the test conducted with Rhode Island 
Reds a year ago and discussed in our Ser- 
vice Bulletin issued in December, 1926. 

This experiment reflected the same condi- 
tion revealed in the experiment of the prev- 
ious year. 

Lot I was fed a mash made commercially 
and supplemented with a complex mineral. 

Lot II was fed a mash without the addi- 
tion of a complex mineral. 

Lot III was fed corn, water and milk, on 
the basis that is found all too often on 
many farms. 

The birds in Lot I, fed with commercial 
mash plus the complex mineral, had devel- 
oped in 135 days, or from July 13th to Nov. 
25th, five adult feathers in primaries while 
the birds in Lot II, fed a mash without the 
addition of a complex mineral, had develop- 
ed only two adult primaries. 

Lot III, fed corn, water and milk, had all 
the chick feathers; in fact, revealed no de- 
velopment of adult primaries. In talking 
to producers throughout the country who

have had experience with mineral feeding, 
they all express the opinion that feather 
growth is influenced by the addition of 
minerals to the mash. 

In examining each bird very carefully a 
marked difference in breast bone develop- 
ment was noted. The birds in Lot I excell- 
ed the birds in Lot II and III when it came 
to length of breast bone and firmness of 
bone cartilage; in fact, more crooked breast 
bones were found in lots II and III by far 
than in Lot I. All but one of the twenty 
birds in Lot I had a straight breast bone 
and the one bird had only slight irregular- 
ity in the bone development. 

The variable factor in these tests was 
made the mineral. All the other factors 
were kept as nearly alike as possible. The 
range was measured and allotted equally. 
The green feed was proportioned equally. 
The growth of the body feathers was in the 
same proportion as that manifested by the 
wings. 

Head appendages—that is, comb and wat- 
tles—developed remarkably in Lot I when 
compared to Lots II and III. This condi- 
tion has been noted by others familiar with 
the use of minerals in the mash. 

Characteristics of vitality reflect them- 
selves in well-developed head points. Vig- 
orous and thrifty stock can often be de- 
termined by their actions and, without a 
doubt, in most cases the vigorous stock will 
consume the greatest amount of feed. They

will also show the best results from the 
feed. This was the case in the experiment 
under discussion. The birds in Lot I con- 
sumed more feed than either of the two re- 
maining lots and were larger birds, as re- 
flected by their weight. 


Various chick diseases will have a direct 
effect upon the growth of the feathers and 
bone development. Few, if any, birds can 
withstand the effects of disease invasion 
and not reflect it in development. Infect- 
ious Bacillary White Diarrhoea, Coccidiosis, 
Aspergillosis, are some of the common dis- 
eases that will reflect in stunted, poorly de- 
veloped stock. Oftentimes chicks may ov- 
ercome the disease due to a resistancy that 
is apparent; nevertheless, such chicks are 
weakened and may always show the effect 
of the disease in one way or another. It is 
evident that when these chicks are subject- 
ed to conditions that require vitality to ov- 
ercome, they lack this vitality due to the 
diseases which attacked them in their early 
stages of development. 


The effect of Coccidiosis is often reflect- 
ed by slow growth and a general ruffled 
condition of the stock. With any of these 
diseases prevailing one cannot expect to 
obtain maximum results in development. 


Management. 

Management incorporates many factors 
which may have a direct relation to feath- 
er growth aid bone development. For in- 
stance, one of the most common rules vio-

lated by producers is the factor of numbers 
in one house. Crowding the quarters is, to 
say the least, a hazardous practice; in fact, 
it can even be disastrous. Do not overcrowd 
chicks if you expect them to make maxi- 
mum development in feather and _ bone 
growth. Stunted, irregularly developed 
stock oftentimes results from crowding too 
many chicks in the brooder house. Produc- 
ers forget that chicks confined to a limited 
area will grow and that their quarters re- 
main the same size. This results in an ov- 
ercrowded condition after the birds are fair- 
ly well grown. 

Management includes problems of venti- 
lation that should not be overlooked. A 
close, stuffy brooder house can affect stock 
materially. 

Sanitation is another factor of manage- 
ment which cannot be overemphasized. 
Clean the brooder house often and permit 
the young stock to range on new ground or 
ground that is free from contamination that 
may cause disease outbreaks. Raising chicks 
upon uncontaminated areas is as important 
as any other fact having any relation to the 
growth of chicks. 


Management’ incorporates systematic 
methods. One cannot give plenty of water 
to chicks one day and neglect to give them 
water the next day and expect proper 
growth of the stock. The best results in 
feeding are obtained when birds are kept on 
a schedule and not permitted to deviate ma- 
terially from it. 

Control of External and Internal Parasites. 


The control of parasites is a problem of 
management that influences chick growth 
in more ways than one. The writer had the 
experience of posting some chicks about ten 
days old that contained round worms in the 
intestinal tract that were from a quarter 
inch to an inch and a half in length. Such 
a condition certainly has its influence on 
the proper feather growth and bone devel- 
opment. Poultry on the farm should be 
wormed about twice a year and then kept 
on ground areas free from further contam- 
ination. This can be accomplished in some 
cases by plowing the soil used for range by 
the stock. The young stock should be 
wormed when it is from eight to ten weeks 
old. The prevalence of round worms

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External Parasites,

Her own sire is proving a splen- 
did breeding bull of the right sort of calves. 
He is no doubt one of the best breeding sons 
of the 1923 Chicago International grand 
champion bull Blackcap Revolution, who al- 
so sired among others Revolution 7th, the 
1927 International grand champion bull, 
and whose Get groups have shown wonder- 
fully strong in the hottest competition at 
the big shows the past two or three sea- 
sons. 

Blackcap Revolution is one of five Inter- 
national grand champion sons of the king 
of latter day sires, Karl Marshall. He is 
also from the same dam as the prenomenal 
Blackcap Bertram one of the highest priced 
bulls ever to sell in America. In the last 
brace and the top quarter of the pedigree 
appears twice the name of Baden Lad who 
sired three International grand champion 
cows and this line is reinforced by the ap- 
pearance of Vala’s Rosegay the 1906 Inter- 
national grand champion bull. 

Glencarnock Revolt’s dam is a _ grand- 
daughter of the three times International 
grand champion bull Glenfoil Thickset 2d 
who is a grandson of Black Woodlawn the 
sire of the Internaticnal grand champion 
bulls Oakville Quiet Lad and Erwin C. “Re- 
volt’s” grandam is the result of mating the 
International grand champion bull Prince 
Ito 2d with the International grand cham- 
pion cow Blackbird 26th, the former by the 
Highland champion Prince Ito. 

The top half of the dam’s pedigree is in- 
tensely Prince Ito bred, tracing at least 
three times to the Highland champion, 
twice through his International grand 
champion son Prince Ito 2d. The bottom 
half of the dam’s pedigree is truly repre- 
sentative of the best breeding sires used in 
the B. R. Pierce and the Goodwin and Evans 
herds in Illinois, topped with a strong cross 
of Ballindalloch blood from the Grant herd 
and containing the names of many high 
class show bulls. 

Besides the strong running to Prince Ito 
in the seventh generation we find many 
first and second generation descendants of 
the fine breeding cow Elba. There has 
been some criticism offered for making ref- 
erence to family names. This is an excep- 
tion to the rule and I will try here to ex- 
plain why reference has been made to this 
cow so many times. In the first place she 
is mentioned specially only because of her 
prepotent transmitting powers. She was 
not an overly large cow and was calved at 
the wrong time to show favorably in the 
classes to which she would be assigned. 
Nevertheless she was a strong breeding 
character, she bred regularly from the time 
she was three years old until past eighteen. 
Among her great sons was Esquire, winner 
of first and championship at the Highland 
in 1886 Enthusiast of Ballindalloch winner 
of the same honors in 1890, and Elberfeld, 
calved in 1898 and imported to America by 
Anderson & Findlay when thirteen months 
of age. He proved one of the greatest 
breeding bulls ever used in that historic 
herd from whence has come many of our 
strong breeding cattle of today. At least 
eight times does this pedigree trace to this 
great foundation cow, most of the time 
through her outstanding sons.
